PARIS, March 42 (By A. P.).— 
The Germans lost four airplanes in 
last night’s attack on Paris. Nine 
squadrons took part in the raid. 


LONDON, March 12 (By A. P.).— 
German airplanes in great force raid- 
ed Paris last night. Dispatches from 
the French capital say about 60 air- 
planes crossed the French lines, but 
some of them were driven off by 
the artillery barrage. 

The French official statement on 
the raid says warning was given at 
9:10 o’clock and that ‘all clear” was 
sounded at midnight.

It is 
such men as these who come from | 
other countries and make what they 
can out of being here, performing no | 
duties as citizens, and when the | 
country is involved in war they do 
what they can to cause disloyalty in 
our military forces.

Strikes for Recognition 
of Unions and Higher 
Pay Involve 5000 to 7000

Betweén 5000 and 7500*workers in 
St. Lotiis industrial and commercial 
establishments are on strike, as a re+ 
sult of .the general unionization 
movement, which began here several 
weeks ago. This movement re- 
ceived its greatest stimulus from the 
success of the street car motormen 
and conductors in obtaining ‘ecog- 
nition of their union, early in’ Feb- 
ruary, after a six-day strike. 

The only figures obtainable on 
the number of strikers have come 
from union officers and organizers. 
Employers have, in. nearly every 
case, refused to make any estimate 
of the number’ who have quit work, 
although they have usually said that 
the union men’s figures were exag- 
gerated. 

Sumitary of Union Estimates. 

Following .the union men’s figures 
for the most part, with modifica- 
tiofs in some instances, the number 
on strike in diffetent lines appears 
to be approximately:

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HOUSE EXPECTED

PROPERTY SALES 


Awaits Measure Which Has Been 
Endorsed by the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (By A 
P.).—Legislation providing for the 
sale of enemy property in the United 
States is a step nearer completion to- 
day as a result of the Senate’s ap- 
proval yesterday of amendments to 
the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill. 


ate authorize disposal of property in 
this country held by Germans in Ger- 
many, as requested by. Alien Proper- 


ty Custodian Palmer, and als@ em- 
powWer the President to acquire title 
to the Hoboken piers of the North 
German Lloyd and Hamburg-Amer- 
ican steamship lines. 

Prompt approval of both provi- 
sions by the House is expected as 
soon as the Senate finally disposes of 
the $2,000,000,000 deficiency bill and 
sends the measure back to the House. 

Vote Is Unanimous. 

The vote on the provision for sdle 
of enemy property was unanimous, 
64 to 0, and came after several hours’ 
scathing denunciation of German 
kultur and intrigues for world dom- 
ination. 

Enemy property, within the mean- 
ing of the law, is property owned in 
an enemy Country, and official assur- 
ances have been given there is no in- 
tention to interfere with the prop- 
erty or money of Germans or Aus- 
trians living in this country. The 
purpose is to sever forever the hold 
of Germans in Germany upon vast 
commercial and industrial enter- 
prises in the United States which 
have been closely connected with the 
Kaiser’s Government, serving as out- 
posts of the Teutonic movement for 
world dominion. 

Under the trading with the enemy 
act: the alien property custodian 
takes possession of and adminis- 
trates these properties, but is with- 
out authority to finally dispose of 
them. The new legislation will em- 
power him to place them in Amer- 
ican hands. 

Treaty of 1799 Involved. 


Virtually the only questions raised 
in the debate were the possibility of 
violating the treaty of 1799 betweer 
Prussia and the Untted States, and of 
too hasty action by Congress. 

Before the Senate Democratic 
Leader Martin presented a memoran- 
dum from the State Department's le- 
gal bureau declaring that the 1799 
treaty was not regarded as applica- 
ble. 

What is to be done with the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of German interests 
which some Senators today suggest- 
ed are owned in part by Emperor 
William himself is a policy to be de- 
termined later. In making this clear 
Senator Martin vehemently declared 
that he believed personally that Ger- 
| many should not receive $1 until she 
compensates Americans for property 
illegally destroyed. 

“Speaking for myself, and, I think, 
the American people,” said the Sen- 
|}ator, “if the German people ever get 
'any compensation, it will be after 
'they have compensated the American 
people for the millions—I would even 
say billions—of dollars’ worth of 
_property they have ruthlessly de- 
| stroyed.”’ 


Suggests German Accounting First. 


| Quoting from statement 
| Mitchell Palmer, the Alien Property 
| Custodian, when he appeared before 
‘the Appropriations Committee, Sen- 
|}ator Martin said many of the Ger- 
|man owners had returned to Ger- 
|many and now are waging war on 
this country. 
| “It is inconceivable,” he added, “if 
| we are to make any accounting that 
'it shall be made without an acount- 
|ing from Germany for the destruc- 
| tom made of property ot American 
citizens. God forbid that I should 
| protect interests of the German peo- 
ple any more than I am compelled 
' to.’ 

That Germany regards the 1799 
treaty as “a mere scrap of paper” 
iw as asserted by Senator Undefwood 
of Alabama, who said the treaty does

| derwood.- “It is entirely probable 
| that the German Emperor himself 
holding the names of other persons, 
owns a large part of the property in- 
volved.” 

Stone Explains Plea for Delay. 


Senator Stone of Missouri, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, said that examination of the 
treaty of 1799 and various authori- 
ties on international law convinced 
him that the amendment authoriz- 
ing the sale of enemy property was 
proper. He said his purpose in 
asking that consideration of the 
amendment when called up last 
Saturday be postponed was to per- 
mit him to make this inquiry, for 
if the amendment confliéted with 
the treaty he did not think the Unit- 
ed States “should follow the bad ex- 
ample in the treatment of our ob- 
ligations as scraps of paper.” 

“The proud thgng in our history 
is the fact that the United States ad- 
heres, even if it might be to its 


great disadvantage, to its solemn 
faith and pledge,”” Senator Stone 
added. “I wanted to look into this 
matter. As a result of my investi- 


gations I concluded that this legis- 
lation was proper and hence was

VU CHANCELLOR DEES 


Held Position at University 16 
Years, Retiring in 1907— 
Was 71 Years Old. 


Winfield Scott Chaplin, 71 years 
old, of 432 Henderson road, Clayton, 
former chancellor of Washington 
University, died of hardening of the 
arteries at 2:20 a. m. today at Barnes 
Hospital, where he had ben a patient 
for several weeks. He had been ill 
nearly a year. 

Prof. Chaplin served as chancellor 
at Washington University for more 
than 16 years retiring in 1907. Fol- 
lowing his resignation he went to San 
Antonio, where he lived until a year 
ago. He then returned to St. Louis. 

Prof. Chaplin was born in Glen- 
burn, Me., in 1847. He entered West 
Point in 1866 and after his gradua- 
tion became a Lieutenant in the 
Fifth Field Artillery. He remained 
in the military service several years, 
resigning to practice his profession 
las a civil engineer. In 1874 he ac- 
‘cepted the chair of mathematics in 
the Maine State College. 

In 1877 Prof. Chaplin was offered 
the vrofessorship of engineering in 
the Imperial University at Tokio, 
Japan. He accepted it and remained 
there six years. He returned to the 
United States in 1883 to accept a sim- 
ilar appointment in the engineering 
department of Union College, Sche- 
nectady, N. Y. From there‘he went 
to Harvard as Professor of Engineer- 
ing and Dean of the Lawrence Scien- 
tific School. 

He remained at Harvard for five 
years until 1891, when he came to 
St. Louis to accept the chancellor- 
ship of Washington University. Dur- 
ing his administration the university 
was moved to its present site. He 
was succeeded by Marshall 8S. Snow, 
then dean. Chancellor Snow was lat- 
er succeeded by David F. Houston, 
now Secretary of Agriculture. The 
present Chancellor is Frederic A. 
Hall. . 

Prof, Chaplin is survived by his 
widow, two daughters and one son, 
Trescott F. Chaplin, an attorney. 

Funeral services will be held at 2 
p. m. tomorrow in Graham Memorial 
Chapel at Washington University.

1,000,000 POPULATION: 


Lack of Aggressive Civic Lead- 
) ership Held City Back. 


Allen D. Albert of Chicago, speak- 
ing at a Civic League luncheon yes- 
terday at Hotel Statler, declared that 
in the neglect of the three princfples 
that make for great cities—educa- 
tion, recreation and spiritual devel- 


_opment—St. Louis remains only an 


average American city, with “the 
best municipal government outside 
the museum.” The reference to the 
city’ administration, he explained, did 
not carry any disparagement to any 
city official, but rather a reflection 
on the pqpulation which endured 
such rule. 

Albert is an army and navy com- 
missioner on training camp activities 
and has been a student of civic wel- 
fare for 20 years. His appearance in 
St. Louis was in connection with a 
campaign to refinance and increase 
the membership of the Civic League. 


Riches Versus Civic Pride. 


Residents of St. Louis have en- 
gaged principally in getting rich to 
the neglect of the city’s commercial, 
industrial and social development, 
Albert declared, while many of the 
advantages that rightfully belong to 
St. Louis have been diverted to other 
cities of more aggressive civic leader- 
sHip, and the city government has 
not kept pace with other cities of St. 
Louis’ rank during the constructive 
period of American city government 
development in the last five years. 

“God intended St. Louis to be on 
eer ae 


the cross roads of the richegt terri- 
tory of the five continents and to 
have a population of at least 1,500,- 
C00,” Albert said, “but it is not His 
fault that St. Louis has not availed 
itself of its splendid opportunities 
and advantage of location. 

“We do not know our own city. 
The ignorance of the average Amer- 
ican approaches the sublime only 
when it comes to a knowledge of his 
own town, There is no room be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans for 
any other great city on the western 
bank of the Mississippi River. 


Its Agricultural Assets. 


“The agricultural area of St. Louis 
territory in the past 10 years was 
increased by a larger farm area 
than that which is cultivated in the 
entire State of New York, and yet 
nothing was done in that period to 
assure you that that commercial ad- 
vantage would flow to St. Louis. 


Albert said the Sr. Louis death 
rate was too high. He also said the 
method of apportioning funds for 
city administrative departments is 
not to the best interests of the city. 
He pointed out that only 30 cents 
per person per annum was allotted 
for the Health Department, as c.m- 
pared with a . sarger ratio in other 
cities. 


“The greatest teaching of social 
science in the last 30 years is that 
nothing counts—not property titles, 
not personal possessions, nor Princi- 
ples of Government, but richness of 
life for the great body of God’s chil- 
dren, and the need for’ the Civic 
League is bound up in that phrase.” 
In conclusion, Albert said that 
those cities that will have the as- 
cendancy after the war will be the 
ones that have learned the lesson 
ihat permanent city building is 
founded on the happiness of the 
great mass of the people in terms of 
education, recreation and _§ spiritual 
environment.

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President Wilson’s message to the Russian peo- 
ple ought to rea’sure them as to the sentiment 
and intentions of the United States with regard 
to the integrity of Russian territory and the 
support of Russian liberty and independence. It 
pledges American sympathy and support for Rus- 
sia’s aspirations for freedom and aid against 
| German aggression, whenever it is possible for 
us to give aid. 

While this pledge does not carry with it a 
pledge for our associates in war, it puts the great 
weight of our power and influence on the right 
side. It is a fair assurance that none of our 
war associates will, in the face of it, attempt ag- 
D idaed against struggling Russia. It may sesve 
as an example which they will follow. 

The message is timely. It should hearten and 
strengthen those elements in Russia who are 
moved to resist submission to and spoliation by 
the German autocracy. Unfortunately, ‘it is dif- 
ficult to. reach the Russian people. There is no 
organized Government and the masses of the 
people are ignorant and confused by misleading 
counsels. The sending of it to the Soviet at Mos- 
cow, composed of revolutiotiary leaders, assures 
its reception by the self-constituted governors and 
advisers of the Russians. : 

The President has, at least, seized the only hope 
and the one way of arousing the Russian people 
to their danger and of assuring them fhat they 
will have our strong friendship and support in 
defending their land and liberty. \ 

The message may avert the last surrender to 
Prussianism and help to organize sufficieht re- 
sistance to give substantial-aid in the overthrow 
of German militarism. We hope the Russians will 
see the light. 
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The Kaiser is about réudy to confer a Kultur 
scholarship on Denmark, Norway and Sweder. .

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ANOTHER SPRING SONG. 
The time is here, or close at hand, when in our 
garden plot we'll stand and sow the seeds of

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MEXICO UNDER CARRANZA, 
That reconstruction in Mexico is slow is shown 
by all late accounts received from that country. 
Aside from those devoted to petroleum products 
it has few industries that benefit from the war 
needs of the rest of the world. On the other 
hand, the absorption of the rest of the world in 
war activities has prevented the necessary for- 
eign capital from flowing into the country to 
repair the wastes of the recent Sisorders and re- 
institute the native industries. 
The condition of the national Treasury is an 
index of general conditions. For 10 years prior 
to the revolution it always had an annual 
surplus of from 3,000,000 to nearly 30,000,000 
pesos. Last year there was a deficit of 90,000,000 
pesos, without provision for paying the interest 
on the public debt, and it will probably be greater 
this year. The appropriation for the army during 
the present year is 120,000,000, pesos, which is 
nearly twice as much as is appropriated for all 
other national purposes: Under Diaz, who was 
supposed to rule through the methods of a mili- 
tary dictatorship, the army cost about 20,000,000 
pesos a year. 
México may be pacified, but Carranza evidently 
thinks that an army of 130,000 men—a quarter 
larger than the regular army of the United States 
up to last spring—is essential to the maintenance 
of the present status. ith revenues diminished 
by the stagnation in taxable prosperity, he yet re- 
garde it a wise policy to affront in various irri- 
tating ways Mexico's nearest neighbor and the 
one most interested in helping her at a time when 
much help is needed.

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A PLEDGE TO FIGHT PRIVILEGE. 


Defining its field as municipal legislation and 
administration, the revivified St. Louis Civic 
League pledges itself to fight privilege. 

It is a vow that ought frequently to be renewed. 
And mere profession is not enough. The indi- 
vidual, organization or newspaper committed to 
this pledge gains respect and influence according 
to the impartial disinterestedness and sincerity 
with which it opposes privilege. 

Almost all the undesirable things in misgovern- 
ment, all the evils that affect progress and make 
community life the less worth living, have their 
origin in some form of privilege—privilege to the 
wrongdoer with a pull, preferential treatment for 
certain classes of citizens, franchise grants that 
convert public assets into profit-yielding private 
assets. 

One of the worst forms is partisanship in legis- 
lation and admiristration—privilege for the mem- 
bers of a political party or those of particular 
political views. A blow struck at privilege is a 
blow struck at some of the most persistent and 
most depressing of public abuses. 

Unfortunately, the affairs of a gre&t city are 

80 complex as to enable privilege to appear under 
many disguises, Clear vision, honest thinking, 
are required to penetrate them. On the other 
hand, a familiar resort of reaction is to denounce 
as preferential or privileged treatment progres- 
sive measures doing long-deférred justice to 
Classes which have been denied equal opportunity 
and a square deal. 
We cannot have too many engaged as indi- 
viduals or as associated bodies in a war on privi- 
lege. An organization devoted to this aim wovld 
have been kept very busy in St. Louis during 
many past years. Undoubtedly the Civic. League 
can find a valuable work to Go in future years. 

As a corroliary to the anti-privilege fight the 
League pledges itself to work for measures in the 
public interest. Here is a wide field for useful 
labor. The gréater the organization for the 
achievement of these ends the better.

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PROGRESS AT OUR WORKHOUSE. 

What B. Ogden Chisholm, member of the New 
York Prison Association, says about the city 
workhouse is highly gratifying to St. Louis. He 
declares that he has been faverably impressed by 
his observations at the institution and that Supt. 
Houston N. Morgan is the most efficient prison 
official he has met in visits to micre than 100 
penitentiaries during the last five years; that he 
is getting remarkable results of a reformatory 
character and exerting a tremendous influence for 
good.

It is pleasant to think 
of its possibilities of helpful work among a class 
of unfortunates who .have had far too little in- 
telligent consideration in the past. 
Superintendent Morgan may be sure of grate- 
ful recognition for the institution’s past progress 
under his direction and for the future progress 
expected as a result of improvements soon to be 
put into effect. 
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WORLD-MUDDLING THEOLOGY. 


The Canadian authoritjes at Toronto have im- 
posed fines and jail sentéhces on seven members 
of the International Bible Students’ Association 
for distributing copies of ‘“‘The Finished Mystery,” 
a book which the court held contained matter 
“derogatory to Great Britain and her cause in 
the present war.” 

It is claimed that 3,000,000 copies of this book 
have been sold or distributed. It is a work by 
the late Pastor Russell, which undertakes to ex- 
plain the meaning of the mystical passages in 
the Hebrew prophets and the Apocalypse in the 
light of modern events, especially the war and the 
increasing power of Socialism. 

An ex@mination of the books shows that its ef- 
fect on those who believe in its teachings would 
be to convert them into pacifists and cause them 
to look upon the two sides in the present war 
with equal horror. The followers of Pastor Rus- 
sell are, in fact, pacifists. They are entitied to 
their opinions. But through publications of this 
character they are engaged in a wide propoganda 
the effect of which, on docile minds, would be to 
completely muddle them with regard to the ques- 
tions of right and wrong Involved in the war. | 
Pastor Russell had a violent and life-long quar- 
rel with organized religion as represented in the 
churches. And his books vehemently and vitriol- 
ically condemn’ both Catholicism and Protestant- 
ism, which he lumps together under the epithet, 
“ecclesiasticism.” He blames the war on the 
failure of the churches, and prophesies, in this 
book, that all present Governments will go down, 
with the churches, in a welter of blood. The war 
is to end, according to him, in a triumph of 8o- 
clalist revolutions in every land, followed by an- 
archism. Out of this chaos the little band of 
Russellites and those who think with them will 
émerge as the elect. 

If this is true, what is the use of fighting Ger- 
many and her allies? We are all in the same 
boat, and what has happened to Russia is our de-

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THE TAOS PAINTERS. 


iy HERE is an exhibition of the Taos paintings 
7 at the Noonan & Kocian galleries this week 
—ah opportunity to see just what it is this 
unique colony of American artists doés. Taos is in 
northern New Mexico. We all khew it better when 
we read Kit Carson. It was there this picturesque 
gentleman lived. Well, here we have it—tlhe Taos 
painters paint Taos. Taos (rhyme it with mouse, 
dear reader) with its quaint old Spanish-Indian 
customs, its beautiful pueblo like obe of our own 
great West End apartments (only it is art, instead 
of artifice), and the blue mountains rimming it 
round. I have never been in Taos, but I once stood 
on a mountain peak at the headwaters of the Pecos 
River. and looked down into that limpid vale, the 
loveliness of which would have inspired someone 
like Tom Moore to have written some of the worst 
poetry the world has ever read. 

However, Taos painted does no such violence to 
the beauty and charm of Taos. It looks particu- 
larly lovely at night in one of the pictifres by our

| AS GANGRENE, almost un- 
iG known in ordinary life, is the 
| terror of the army surgeon. 
‘It is not due to poisonous gas, but is 
an infection set up in wounds by a 
bacterium, the bacillus aerogenes 
capsulatus. Its presence is made 
known by a frothy, red discharge and 
an unmistakable odor and a bub- 
bling, crackling sound when the 
swollen flesh is pressed. When these 
conditions exist the surgeon knows 
that the germs are at work, produc- 
ing a gas which burrows deep into 
the surrounding tissue. 

Quick and heroic measures are de- 
manded, the wound must be opened 
up wide and carefully cleansed after 
every bit of infected tissue has been 
cut away. A solution is applied to 
kill the germ, but if this is not effec- 
tive, amputation is necessary. The 
method used is not the ordinary one

for removing an arm or leg, but the 
so-called “guillotine,” the limb being . 
cut off straight across, leaving aa 
open wound for further treatment. 

Excellent results are now being ob- 
tained from the use of the CGarrei- 
Dakin method, devised by Dakin of 
England and Carrel, the French eur- 
geon once connected with the Rocke- 
feller Institute. The institute has re- 
eently produced an antitozin which 
is being tried out as a preventive 
gas gangrene. — 

In the above method an antiseptic 
solution is placed in a glass ¢on- 
tainer, from which leads a tube with 
branches which penetrate into every 
part of the wound.
